^ /. A skateboard comprising; 

at least two wheel assemblies, each wheel assembly including a pair of wheels 
rotatably mounted to a support bracket; 

an elongated hollow body formed by a top plate, a bottom plate, and a pair of closed 
side plates disposed along opposing lateral sides of said body, each of said pair of closed 
side plates being formed between said top plate and said bottom plate, said top plate 
forming a support base which includes a longitudinally extending central portion and 
lateral side portions curving upwardly from said central portion; 

two pairs of laterally spaced frame members formed between said top plate and said 
bottom plate and extending longitudinally within said elongated body below said central 
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portion, said elongated body being configured for receiving a plurality of bolts extending 
through both said top plate and said bottom plate and between respective pairs of said 
^ frame members with lower ends of said bolts extending through said support brackets for 
«^j> coupling said wheel assemblies to said elongated body; and 

a pair of reinforcing ribs formed between said top plate and said bottom plate, each 
reinforcing rib extending longitudinally within said elongated body in a portion thereof 
between a respective one of said two pairs of frame members and a respective one of said 
pair of closed side plates, wherein said elongated body, said two pairs of frame members, 
and said pair of reinforcing ribs are integrally formed in one piece of a single moldable 
material.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach a skateboard which includes an elongated hollow body formed by a top 
^^plate, a bottom plate, and a pair of closed side plates disposed along opposing lateral 
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sides of the body, each of the pair of closed side plates being formed between the top 
plate and the bottom plate, the top plate forming a support base which includes a 
longitudinally extending central portion and lateral side portions curving upwardly from 
the central portion, two pairs of laterally spaced frame members formed between said top 
plate and said bottom plate and extending longitudinally within said elongated body 
below said central portion, and a pair of reinforcing ribs formed between said top plate 
and said bottom plate, each reinforcing rib extending longitudinally within the elongated 
body in a portion thereof between a respective one of the two pairs of frame members and 
a respective one of the pair of closed side plates, the elongated body, the two pairs of 
frame members, and the pair of reinforcing ribs are integrally formed in one piece of a 
single moldable material.
